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In  1959,  income  from  poultry  and 
eggs  slipped  to  9  percent  of  United 
States  gross  income  from  farm  pro- 
ducts; in  1958  it  was  10 percent.  De- 
clining prices  for  eggs  and  poultry 
meat  in  1959  are  the  principal  explan- 
ation. Prices  so  far  in  1960  average 
higher  than  last  year,  and  they  are 
likely  to  continue  higher. 


The  States  in  which  poultry  pro- 
vides the  largest  share  of  farm  in- 
come are  in  the  Northeast  and  in  the 
Southeastern  broiler  belt,  and  Utah. 
Chickens  and  turkeys  are  also  impor- 
tant in  themid-Westandon  the  Pacific 
Coast,  but  other  farming  activities  in 
those  regions  are  so  great  that  poul- 
try is  a  smaller  percent  of  the  total.

Continuing  above  1959 
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Egg  and  poultry  prices  in  early 
September  were  above  the  year 
before.  Supplies  of  poultry  meat 
exceeded  1959,  but  egg  production 
was  below  last  year,  and  is  likely 
to  continue  so  well  into  1961. 

The  U.  S.  average  egg  price  to 
farmers  in  mid-August  was  34.2 
cents  per  dozen,  3.1  cents  above 
last  August.  From  mid-August  to 
early  September,  most  egg  prices 
increased  further,  and  for  the  rest 
of  the  year  they  are  likely  to  con- 
tinue above  corresponding  1959 
prices. 

Egg  production  on  September  1 
was  less  than  1  percent  below  last 
year,  reflecting  the  4  percent 
smaller  laying  flock  and  the  3  per- 
cent higher  rate  of  lay.  Because  of 
the  15  percent  cut  in  the  number 
of  replacement  chickens  raised  this 
spring,  flock  size  will  continue  below 
the  year  before.  On  September  1, 
potential  layers  on  farms  (chickens 
laying  and  not  yet  laying)  were  7 
percent  fewer  than  the  year  before. 


Farmers  have  cullec  tlieir  flocks 
lightly  this  year  partly  because  of 
the  reduced  number  of  replacement 
pullets  available,  and  partly  because 
of  higher  egg  prices,  both  expected 
and  actual.  As  a  consequence,  prices 
of  hens  for  rreat  have  been  higher 
than  the  sunrimer  and  fall  of  1959. 
The  mid-August  price,  12.0  cents 
per  pound, was  almost  2  cents  higher 
than  August  1959. 

Prices  for  broilers,  the  most  im- 
portant class  of  poultry  meat,  have 
also  been  higher  than  last  summer. 
The  mid-August  average  of  16.6 
cents  was  a  penny  higher  than  last 
year.  Recently,  broiler  prices  have 
slipped.  They  are  likely  to  decline 
further  in  the  remaining  months 
of  the  year  as  demand  declines 
seasonally  with  the  end  of  summer. 
The  number  of  broilers  now  growing 
is  about  5  percent  larger  than  last 
year. 

Recent  turkey  slaughter  has  been 
about  25  percent  by  weight  above 
last  year,  but  October  and  November 


slaughter  is  likely  to  be  at  or  below 
the  year-ago  level,  reflecting  the 
reductions  from  last  year  in  the 
April-June  hatches.  The  total  crop 
this  year--82  million  birds--equals 
last  year's  record,  but  the  seasonal 
distribution,  and  the  distribution 
among  breeds,  is  different  from 
1959.  A  37  percent  cut  this  year 
in  Beltsville-type  turkeys  is  off- 
set by  an  increase  in  heavy-breed 
turkeys,  with  a  consequent  increase 
in  the  total  tonnage.  The  mid-Au- 
gust price  to  farmers  was  23.8 
cents  per  pound,  compared  with  2 1.7 
cents  for  the  same  month  in  1959. 
They  are  likely  to  continue  above  a 
year  earlier  until  later  this  fall. 
Between  mid-October  and  mid-Dec- 
ember last  year,  prices  registered 
an  unusually  sharp  run-up  of  7 
cents  per  pound,  which  is  not  likely 
to  be  repeated  in  1960. 

U  SDA  programs  are  in  effect  for 
the  purchase  of  egg  solids  (dried 
egg),  and  frozen  ready-to-cook  tur- 
key. Tlie  chief  recipient  of  products 
bought  under  these  programs  is  the 
National  School  Lunch  Program. 
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Egg  Prices  Rose 
in  Late  August 

In  late  August,  Eastern  and  mid- 
western  egg  prices  rose  to  the 
highest  levels  in  11  months.  At 
51  1/2-55  1/2  cents  per  dozen, 
wholesale  prices  for  nearby  large 
whites  in  New  York  on  August  29 
(USDA  Market  News)  were  10  cents 
above  a  month  earlier,  and  10  1/2 
cents  above  a  year  earlier.  In  early 
September  the  price  of  eggs  slipped 
slightly,  but  by  September  14  large 
nearby  whites  had  recovered  co 
51-55  cents,  remaining  well  above 
both  the  year  before  and  the  pre- 
August  1960  prices. 

The  pattern  of  mid-Western 
prices  was  very  similar  to  New 
York  prices,  in  relation  to  both 
the  year  before  and  to  prices  ear- 
lier this  year,  as  shown  in  table  1. 
On  the  Pacific  Coast,  however,  the 
rise  from  last  year  has  been  less 
pronounced* 

The  mid-August  United  States 
average  price  received  by  farmers 
for  eggs  was  34.2  cents  per  dozen, 
compared  with  slightly  over  31  cents 
in  June  and  July  1960,  and  also 
in  August  1959.  However,  the  mid- 
August  price  was  below  April 
1960  when  the  mid-month  price  of 
36  cents  was  the  highest  in  the  first 
8  months  of  1960.  In  September 
1959  the  price  was  33.0  cents,  the 
highest  mid-month  average  in  the 
period  April  1959  through  March 
1960. 

The  smaller  number  of  pullets 
raised  will  limit  the  seasonal  re- 
covery in  egg  production,  and  help 
sustain  prices.  Egg  prices  may  con- 
tinue for  another  month  or  two 
at  levels  not  much  different  from 
early  and  mid-September. 

A  feature  of  this  fall's  egg  price 
pattern  is  the  narrower  spread  than 
usual  between  prices  of  large  and 
medium  eggs.  This  was  to  be  ex- 
pected in  view  of  the  small  number 
of  early-hatched  pullets  which  came 
into  production  before  Septemoer  1. 


REVIEW  AND  OUTLOOK 

The  January-April  hatch  was  one- 
third  below  1959,  and  the  volume 
of  medium  and  small  eggs  in  Au- 
gust was  likely  down  in  about  the 
same  proportion.  Total  egg  produc- 
tion for  the  month  (table  2)  was 
down  less  than  1  percent  from 
last  August, 

After  September,  the  number  of 
pullets  coming  into  production  will 
reflect  the  increase  in  the  late 
hatch  (table  3).  The  May  1960  hatch 
of  103  million  chicks  was  21  per- 
cent greater  than  in  1959.  The 
June  hatch  also  exceeded  a  year 
earlier  by  18  million.  Hatches  of 
egg-type  chicks  in  July  and  August 
also  exceed  1959,  but  only  a  rela- 
tively small  number  of  chicks  was 
involved. 

When  pullets  hatched  in  May  and 
June  begin  to  lay,  the  supply  of 
small  eggs  will  rise  above  a 
year  earlier.  A.t  the  same  time, 
total  monthly  egg  production  is  likely 
to  remain  below  1959.  The  price  of 
small  eggs  may  not  fully  reflect 
the  changed  proportions,  however, 
since  demand  for  cheaper  eggs  is 
Likely  co  be  strenghened  by  the 
higher  prices  for  the  larger  sizes. 

Flock  Smaller, 
Egg  Production  to  Lag  1959 

Egg  production  in  August  1960 
was  very  slightiy  below  1959;  in 
the  2  preceding  months  output  had 
exceeded  1959  by  very  small  mar- 
gins. Monthly  output  the  rest  of  the 
year  is  likely  to  remain  below  1959 
because  of  (1)  the  smaller  laying 
flock   on  September  Ithan  a  year 
ago;  (2)  the  deferred  culling  that 
remains  to  be  done;  and  (3)  the 
smaller  riumber  of  growing  pullets 
chat  are  available  for  later  addi- 
tion to  the  laying  flock.  These  fac- 
tors are  likely  co  more  than  offset 
increases  in  the  rate  of  lay. 

On  September  1,  the  279  million 
birds  in  the  laying  flock  were  10 
million  fewer  than  the  number 
a  year  earlier.  On  August  1,  the 
difference  was  4  milUon, 


As  the  year  progresses,  prospec- 
tive cullings  will  further  reduce 
the  laying  flock  size  in  relation 
to  last  year.  Through  August  the 
1960  slaughter  of  hens  and  cocks 
in  large  plants  was  6  percent  below 
the  corresponding  period  of  1959. 
While  improved  egg  prices  and  a 
shortage  of  new  pullets  will  en- 
courage retention  of  hens,  it  never- 
theless is  likely  that  culling  in  the 
remainder  of  1960  will  be  at  least 
up  to  1959. 

The  number  of  young  birds  avail- 
able for  replenishing  the  laying 
flock  is  down  sbsrpiy  from  1959, 
reflecting  the  15  percent  cut  in  the 
number  of  chickens  raised  this  year 
for  laying  flock  replacement.  On 
S,3§itamber  i,  the  110  million  pul- 
lets not  yet  of  laying  age  were  86 
percent  of  last  year  for  the  same 
date.  (Tables  4  and  5.) 

The  September  1,  1960  total  of 
potential  layers  (i.e.,  layers  and 
pullets  not  yet  laying)  was  389 
million--29  million  (7  percent) 
fewer  than  last  September  1.  (Table 
6.)  Almost  the  same  percentage 
change  is  likely  to  be  carried 
through  to  the  January  1,  1960, 
number  of  layers  to  be  on  hand, 
suggesting  that  monthly  egg  produc- 
tion to  the  end  of  1960,  and  for 
perhaps  6  months  thereafter,  is 
likely  to  be  lower  than  the  year 
earlier. 

USDA  Buys  Dried  Egg  for 
School  Lunches,  Welfare  Outlets 

Through  September  14,  purchase 
of  dried  egg  under  USDA's  1960 
program  totaled  about  18  million 
pounds--equivalent  to  1.8  million 
cases  of  eggs  at  a  cost  slightiy 
less  than  $20  millions.  Prices  in 
the  past  2  months  have  been  at 
the  level  of  $1.1425  per  pound. 
(Table  7.) 

Except  for  a  lapse  in  late  May 
and  June,  the  purchase  program 
has  been  continuous  since  January. 
Early  in  the  program,  purchases 
were      exclusively     for  School 
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Lunches;  more  recently ,  they  have 
been  broadened  to  include  welfare 
outlets. 


Storage  Holdings  of  Shell  Eggs 
Reduced  Seasonally 

Holdings  of  shell  eggs  have  been 
considerably  reduced  from  the  rela- 
tively large  stocks — 1.1  million 
cases — on  hand  July  1.  On  Septem- 
ber 1,  the  751  thousand  cases  in 
store  were  only  12  thousand  more 
than  last  year.  Since  then,  reports 
from  35  markets  have  indicated 
greater  withdrawals  than  last  year, 
so  that  present  stocks  probably  are 
below  1959.  (Table  8.) 

This  year's  peak  first-of-month 
stocks  of  shell  eggs  were  about 
5  percent  above  last  year,  despite 
the  fact  that  January- June  egg  pro- 
duction was  3  percent  smaller  than 
in  1959.  These  stocks  over-hung 
the  market  in  July  when  fresh  pro- 
duction remained  plentiful  and  egg 
prices  relatively  low.  But  in  August, 
when  production  slackened  and 
prices  firmed,  the  weekly  storage 
withdrawals  substantially  exceeded 
last  year. 

On  July  1,  almost  half  of  the 
total  holdings  of  shell  eggs  were 
located  in  the  East  North  Central 
States,  the  region  from  which 
deliveries  against  Chicago  future 
contracts  are  most  convenient.  By 
September  1,  holdings  in  this  area 
were  down  only  28  percent  from 
July  1.  Those  in  the  rest  of  the 
country  had  been  reduced  by  42 
percent. 

Supplies  Unbalanced  in 
Large  Stocks  of  Frozen  Egg 

Storage  holdings  of  frozen  egg 
since  July  1  have  exceeded  a  year 
earlier.  At  157  million  pounds  on 
September  1,  they  are  8  million 
pounds  above  the  year  before,  and 
seasonally  lower  than  the  August  1 
peak.  (Table  9) 

Compared  with  last  year,  the 
stocks  on  September  1  were  es- 
pecially heavy  in  whites,  moderately 


above  last  year  in  mixed  whole  egg, 
but  lighter  in  yolk.  Yolk  is  the 
item  which  carries  the  highest  price 
per  pound  and  which  is  in  greatest 
demand  at  the  current  prices  shown 
in  table  10.  Frozen  albumen,  on  the 
other  hand,  has  accumulated  in  in- 
creasing quantity  despite  prices  as 
low  as  5  i/2  -7  cents  per  pound 
carlots,  Chicago.  However,  pre- 
paration of  additional  quantities  of 
yolk  to  meet  the  good  demamd  is 
likely  to  keep  supplies  of  the  by- 
product, albumen,  high  in  relation 
to  last  year. 

Continuation  of  the  USDA  dried  egg 
purchase  program  beyond  the  second 
week  of  September  has  extended  1960 
operations  beyond  the  early-Sept- 
ember date  on  which  the  1959  pro- 
gram terminated.  This  program  is 
diverting  into  dried  egg  production 
a  considerable  quantity  of  breaking- 
stock  eggs  which  otherwise  would 
have  come  to  market  as  liquid  and 
frozen  egg.  For  this  reason,  and 
because  of  the  likely  higher  prices 
for  table  eggs  this  fall,  commercial 
production  of  liquid  egg  (beyond  the 
amounts  involved  in  the  Federal 
program)  may  be  below  last  year 
by  an  amount  that  will  compensate 
for  the  larger  stocks  of  mixed  whole 
egg  now  available  in  storage. 

Fowl  Prices  Up 

Smaller  Supplies  for  Year  Ahead 

The  generally  slow  rate  of  culling 
of  layers  from  table  egg  and  hatch- 
ing egg  flocks,  the  low  level  of 
storage  stocks  of  frozen  hens,  and 
generally  steady  prices  for  broilers 
have  sustained  fowl  prices  well 
above  last  year.  While  light  (leghorn 
type)  fowl  are  still  priced  low  in 
relation  to  other  types  of  poultry 
(in  Iowa,  10-11  cents  per  pound), 
they  are  sharply  highe;  than  the  5  -7 
cents  of  a  year  ago.  Heavy  hens — 
of  the  dual-purpost:-  breeds,  or 
broiler-breeding  stock --are  consi- 
derably higher  priced,  bringing  16- 
17  cents  at  country  poiRcs  in  Indiana, 
and  17  cents  per  pound  in  Georgia 
and  North  Carolina,  The  latter 
price  is  higher  than  broiler  prices 
in  the  same  areas. 


Since  January  1,  slaughter  of  hens 
and  cocks  in  commercial  plants  has 
been  6  percent  below  1959.  Partly 
as  a  consequence,  storage  stocks 
on  September  1  were  down  to  30  mil- 
lion pounds,  compared  with  58  mil- 
lion on  September  1,  1959.  With 
broiler  prices  stronger  so  far  in 
1960  than  last  year,  the  price  com- 
petition from  that  class  of  poultry 
meat  is  reduced,  .  _  


Manufacturers  of  processed  chic- 
ken specialties  are  important  users 
of  mature  poultry,  particularly 
of  the  lighter  (and  hence  cheaper) 
classes  of  fowl.  Not  only  are  cost 
and  yield  generally  more  favorable 
for  old  birds,  but  flavor  is  stronger 
than  for  young  birds,  and  their 
firm  flesh  better  resists  the  high 
temperatures  which  are  required  for 
the  proper  processing  of  frozen 
chicken  pies,  canned  boned  chicken, 
TV  dinners;  and  similar  prepara- 
tions. 

Despite  the  seasonal  increase  in 
fowl  slaughter — which  usually 
reaches  a  peak  in  October- -prices 
for  light-weight  fowl  are  not  likely 
to  recede  much  this  fall.  The 
position  of  light-weight  rowl  near  the 
botton  of  tht  poultry-price  ladder 
suggests  that  they  are  already  an 
economical  source  of  meat  for  pro- 
cessed poultry  products,  and  many 
of  them  are  produced  in  areas  where 
processor's  procurement  systems 
have  no  alternative  sources  ofpoul-- • 
try.  Prices  of  broiler-breeder 
hens  in  the  broiler  production  areas 
may  be  in  s  somewhat  more  vul- 
nerable position  because  of  some 
degree  of  competition  with  broilers, 
but  their  present  higher  price  shows 
tiiat,  when  supplies  are  short,  they 
can  command  a  premium  over 
broilers  in  either  the  consumer 
market  or  for  processing.  , 

In  addition  to  the  demand  for 
current  usC;  storage  demand  for 
fowl  in  the  next  few  months  is  like- 
ly to  be  gooil.  Industrial  users 
of  fowl  recognize  that  the  pro- 
epecrive  smaller  laying  flock  and 
amalier  broiler  breeding  flock  will 
iimir.  iresh  supplies  of  fowl  through 
practically  aii  of  1961. 
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Broiler  Supply  and  Demand 
Declining  Seasonally 

Broiler  prices  were  steady  in 
August  at  a  level  higher  than  last 
summer's  average,  but  lower  than 
the  preceding  months  of  1960. 
(Table  14.)  Prices  weakened  some- 
what further  after  marketings  for 
the  Labor  Day  holiday  were  com- 
pleted. Although  the  prospective 
volume  of  marketings  is  now  de- 
clining seasonally,  demand  is  also 
declining  seasonally,  and  the  out- 
look is  for  some  price  weakness 
in  coming  months. 

In  mid-August,  U.  S.  average 
broiler  prices  were  16.6  cents  per 
pound,  a  cent  higher  than  the  year 
before,  but  lower  than  any  previous 
mid-month  price  in  1960.  Prices 
were  high  enough  to  induce  con- 
tinued increases  from  the  year- 
before  level  of  chick  placements  and 
egg  settings  in  incubators.  Broiler 
chick  hatchings  in  August  were 
4  percent  above  1959,  and  egg  set- 
tings in  the  first  3  weeks  of  Sep- 
tember averaged  18  percent  over 
last  year.  However,  these  large 
increases  from  the  year  before 
may  fade  in  coming  weeks  if  broiler 
prices  falter. 

Although  recent  chick  placements 
are  up  from  the  year  before,  they 
are  more  than  20  percent  below 
the  seasonal  peak  which  occurred 
in  April.  (Table  15)  The  most 
recent  weekly  placements — 30  mil- 
lion chicks  in  22  important  States 
— compare  with  an  April  average  of 
37  million  weekly. 

In  addition  to  the  seasonal  fluc- 
tuations, broiler  demand  also  is  pro- 
bably affected  by  price  and  supplies 
of  red  meats.  Pork's  strong  prices 
have  probably  been  a  factor  in  the 
1960  strength  of  broiler  prices,  de- 
spite the  4  percent  increase  so  far 
this  year  in  the  commercial  slaugh- 
ter of  young  chickens.  Slaughter 
of  hogs  in  the  remainder  of  1960 
is  expected  to  continue  below  1959. 

'vVhile  1960  broiler  prices  are 
above  last  year,  production  costs 
are  also  running  above  last  year. 


The  greatest  change  is  in  the  im- 
portant item  of  baby  chicks.  The 
reduced  number  of  breeder  hens 
now  on  farms  explains  the  high 
price  being  paid  for  hatching  eggs, 
and  the  high  price  for  broiler  chicks. 
In  August,  the  U.  S.  average  chick 
price  was  $12.40  per  100;  a  year 
earlier  it  was  $9.34.  This  change 
is  equivalent  to  about  a  cent  a 
pound  in  production  costs.  In  ad- 
dition, inspection  losses  this  year 
have  been  greater  than  in  1959, 
These  higher  costs  have  been  only 
partly  offset  by  a  decline  of  about 
5  percent  in  feed  prices. 

Record  Turkey  Crop, 
Steady  Prices 

Turkey  slaughter  in  large  plants 
in  June,  July  and  August  exceeded 
1959  by  25  percent.  This  consider- 
ably exceeds  the  increases  in  poults 
hatched  early  in  the  spring  (Table 
17),  even  after  allowing  for  the  heav- 
ier average  weights  of  this  year's 
turkey  crop.  Therefore,  turkey 
slaughter  in  the  next  2  months  is 
likely  to  be  lower  than  last  year  at 
the  same  time,  fully  reflecting  the 
declines  in  the  April-June  hatches. 
This  relative  decline  in  supply,  and 
the  newly- announced  USDA  program 
for  buying  turkeys,  are  likely  to 
keep  turkey  prices  for  the  next 
couple  of  months  from  declining 
from  their  late  August-early  Sep- 
tember levels. 

In  mid-August,  the  U.  S.  average 
price  to  farmers  for  turkeys  was 
23.8  cents  per  pound.  This  was 
above  the  22.2  cent  average  for 
August-October  1959,  and  also  high- 
er than  the  mid^July  1960^average  of 
23.1  cents.  Since  mid-August,""  moat 
price  changes  for  turkey  have  been 
slightly  upward,  particularly  for  the 
small  sizes.  (Table  19.) 

The  unusually  sharp  7-cent  rise 
in  live  turkey  prices  from  mid-Oc- 
tober to  mid-December  1959  is  not 
likely  to  be  repeated  this  year.  That 
increase  was  a  reaction  from  the 
"too-low"  prices  early  in  the  1959 
season,  which  encouraged  consump- 
tion and  kept  storage  stocks  low  de- 


spite the  record  crop  of  that  year. 
This  year  the  crop  equals  the  1959 
record  of  82  million  birds. 

Although  the  number  of  birds 
being  raiised  is  about  the  same  a» 
last  year,  their  distribution  by  sea- 
son and  by  breeds  is  different. 
(Table  18)  As  already  noted,  tur- 
keys for  October  and  November 
slaughter  are  likely  to  be  fewer  than 
last  year.  Also,  the  number  of  light 
breed  turkeys  (mostly  Beltsvilles  ) 
is  5  million  head,  below  last  year, 
but  this  is  offset  by  an  increase  in 
heavy  breed  birds.  Consequently, 
the  total  weight  of  uirkeys  slaugh- 
tered is  likely  to  be  3  to  5  percent 
above  last  season.  In  view  of  the 
greater  buildup  of  storage  stocks 
from  this  year's  crop  (Table  22), 
and  the  population  increase,  the 
1960  average  per  capita  consump- 
tion of  turkey  probably  will  increase 
only  slightly  from  6,0  pounds  last 
year  to  6,1  this  year.  But  a  larger 
proportion  of  the  consumption  will 
be  of  heavier  birds,  with  the  result 
that  weights  of  about  12  pounds  and 
below  are  likely  to  wholesale  at 
.greater  premiums  than  last  year. 

USDA  to  Buy  Turkeys 
for  School  Lunches 

USDA  bought  4,1  million  pounds 
of  frozen  ready-to-cook  turkey  in 
the  week  ending  September  16,  as  a 
consequence  of  the  first  offers  under 
the  1960  turkey  purchase  program. 
This  program  was  announced  on  Au- 
gust 30,  to  supply  turkey  to  schools 
participating  in  the  National  School 
Lunch  Program, 

Similar  programs  had  operated  in 
most  recent  years.  Under  those  pro- 
grams, 21,6  million  pounds  of  tur- 
key were  bought  from  the  1959  crop, 
and  23.6  milUon  pounds  of  1958- 
crop  birds.  In  both  cases,  these 
purchases  amounted  to  about  2  per- 
cent of  each  year's  crop.  (Table  23.) 

Top  paying  price  for  the  initial 
1960  purchase  was  just  under  37 
cents  per  pound.  Under  similar 
specifications,  the  top  paying  price 
for  the  initial  1959  purchase,  in 
mid-September,  was  35.99  cents 
per  pound.
